GARBAGE ORDINANCE TO ELIM­ 
INATE FRICTION IN HANDLING 

REFUSE OF THE CITY
The regular adjourned meeting 

of the Board of Trustees ..was held 
Tuesday evening, with all trustees 
present. Minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and approved, 
with a few corrections.

A communication from the clerk 
of the Board of County Supervisors 
regarding the unexpended balance 
of the road fund was read, and it 
was stated that the matter had been 
referred to Supervisor Woodley. No 
word had been received from Mr. 
Woodley as yet.

There was also a communication 
read from Smart & Final Co. of 
Wilniington regarding the damage 
done to one of the city lamp posts. 
Messrs. Smart & Final stated that 
they' regretted the accident and 
-were ready to pay for the damages. 
The lamp post in question is ill 
front of Malone's drug store.

Chairman Fitzbugh of the street, 
sewer and park committee reported 
that he had been in conference with 
the Willite Paving Co. and had re­ 
ceived some tenative prices for the 
repairing of some of the streets of 
Torrance. The streets needing re-., 
pairs at once are Arlington, Andreo] 
and Gramercy. 'Joe Stone reported that he ha'1 
consulted Mr. Houston of the South­ 
ern California Edison Co. regarding 
the rates for all night street lights. 
The cost to the city for the burning 
of the lights all night will amount 
to approximately J6.00 per light per 
month.

The city attorney was Instructed 
to investigate the matter of pro­ 
ceeding to be instigated for the city 
to acquire title to the streets in 
Torrance. At present the city 
holds title to only two of threo 
streets, and if the city intends do­ 
ing any improving it will be neces­ 
sary for them to hold title to the 
streets. xThe most important matter to 
come before the Board was that of 
the garbage ordinance. The city 
attorney has drafted an ordinance 
regulating the disposal of garbage 
from the homes and business houses 
in the city. Under this ordinance 
evsry 'person residing in a home, 
apartment house or rooming house 
must provide a metal container of 
more than five gallons and less than 
sixteen gallons capacity, the sam' 
to have handles and a metal cover. 
The cans must be placed In the 
alley within five feet of the prop­ 
erty line, and,if there is no alley 
the can must be placed on the curb 
where it will be accessible to the 
collector on the days of collection. 
A reg-ular schedule is to be main­ 
tained and will be published later. 
Violations of this ordinance carry 
a fine not to exceed $300.00 or 
three months in the city jail, or 
both.The City Fathers have looked tnr 
to the matter of pricss for garbage 
ouns, and it was stated that a five 
gallon galvanized can may be pur­ chased for sixty-nine cents, a six 
and a half gallon can for ninety- 
eight esnts and a sixteen gallon can for $1.98. These prices include can 
and cover.The matter of establishing a night 
signal light to aid in police protec-. 
tion and try and reduce tho waxe of crime which has reached Tor­ 
rance was brought up again, and 
Trustee Stone of the police, fire and 
light commutes was instructed to 
have a light established over Mikle- 
son's poolroom If satisfactory ar­ 
rangements could be made. ' With 
this light established, evsry person 
having a telephone will be able to get into almost instant communion 
tion with the officer on duty, as 
Central will flaah the light and th: 
officer will go to the nearest phone 
and ascertain where and what the 
trouble *s. The Board of Trustees 
should bo highly commended for 
their action in establishing thin 
light, und it will aid every person 
in trouble to got aid.

The city attorney advised the 
Board that It would be accessary to 
have a street superintendent ap­ 
pointed to the position at a per diem salary of $10.00 pur day for 
actual services. The funds for pay- Ing the salary are to be covered In 
the assessment for the street Im­ 
provements.

There being no further business 
before thu Hoard, the meeting-Wag 
adjourned ut ten o clock. Th« next 
session will he the second yegular 
meu'lnj; uad will bu 1) ;!d next Tuoa- 
day evening.
